Petrogracl, Feb. 10.—The general 


staff ot the Russian army has given 
out an official statement as follows: 


•'The Germans who gradually had 


been concentrating in East Prussia 
with tresh troops began a series or 
energetic reconnaissances 
and 
on 


Feb. 7 they opened offensive opera- 
tions ^ith considerable forces, in the 
district between Horzele and Johan- 
nisburg. 
They undertook at 
the 


same time active operations on both 
wings of their front in East Prussia. 
In the vicinity of Lasdehenen, to the 
east of Tilsit. A\ e drove back a Ger- 
man attack and succeeded in almost 
completely annihilating one ot the 
German battalions, our cavalry mov- 
ed forward in the direction of Sier- 
pec. traveling over the road to Rypin. 


"On the left bank of the Vistula 


during the day of Feb. S, the enemy 
showed no signs of activity. 


"Judging from the corpses aban- 


doned by the Germans in front of our 
positions, they would appear to have 
lost in dead and wounded 'several- 
tens of thousands' of men in the six 
days fighting in front of Borjiniow, 
Gouniiene and "Wola Szydlowiecka. 


"In the Carpathians the 
fighting 


continues in the vicinity of Bartfeld 
and Svidnik. 
The enemy here un- 


dertook acthe operations, but they 
did not thus continue and they flnal- 
lj" retired leaving prisoners in our 
hands. 


'•In the vicinity of Mount Loup- 


kov.- we continued our pursuit of the 
enemy and in one day we captured 
69 officers. 5,200 men and IS ma- 
chine guns. 


'•German columns, having 
made 


their way over the Tukholka Pass 
delivered during the day of Feb. 7, 
no fewer than 22 violent attacks up- 
on certain heights in the region of 
Koziouwka, accupiea 
by 
us. 
The 


Germans came forward to this attack 
several ranks deep, presenting a full 
front line. 
Under our violent cross- 


fire the Germans here twice took pos- 
session of a certain height, but they 
were dislodged by counter 
attacks 


delivered by our infantry. 


"This success was 
preceded 
by 


long and violent hand to hand fight- 
ing with the bayonet, which is with- 
out precedent in history. The losses 
sustained in this engagement by the 
Germans were exceedingly heavy. 


"Attacks of the enemy in the the 


vicinity of Wyschkowo 
also 
were 


repulsed. 


'•In the Black Sea, the former Ger- 


man cruiser Breslau (now a unit for 
the Turkish navy) bombarded Yalta 
in the Crimea. Our cruisers of Feb 
S shelled a Turkish battery at Tre- 
bizond, and sunk one steamer. An- 
other steamer loaded with provisions 
and a two-masted 
schooner 
were 


sunk near Leros." 


"In order to attack our position 


near Koziouwka, the Germans com- 
menced their concentration of troops 
the night of Feb. 7. Early the next 
morning they began the delivery of an 
irresistible offensive movement 
and 


their attack was supported by a very 
violent fire from their heavy artil- 
lery. They were successful in gam- 
ing an important height occupied by 
us. bat they were promptly driven 
from this position before our bayo- 
nets. 


"Toward evening the Germans in 


very considerable numbers took pos- 
session of the highest position in our 
line, from which they were dislodged 
only after a desperate fight. Before 
retiring they exhausted 
all their 


strength in a stubborn resistance to 
a general counter attack on our part, 
a feature of which was an unprece- 
dented encounter with the-boyonet. 


"All the side of this hill was cov- 


ered by German -corpses. 
In front 


of one of our battalions more than 
1000 German dead were counted. 


"Among the trophies captured near 


Kamionare were three mine throw- 
ers. 
At Rawka. near the railroad to 


Skierniewice, Russian foot 
soldiers 


were successful in throwing 
eight 


aombs into the 
German trenches,

proposals of the operators 
to arbi- 


trate the difference. 


Before the operators 
went 
into 


session today, some of their number 
said they did not favor resumption 
ot the mines at this time. 
Several 


of the operators who have large hold- 
ings in the West Virginia coal fields 
said they likely -would devote their 
attention to those mines, abandon- 
ing the Ohio field for the present, at 
least. None, however, would predict 
what action would be taken at to- 
day's meeting. 


Statements of the operators today,, 


however, were unanimous that "we 
are not responsible for a continu- 
ation of the strike since we offered 
to arbitrate all differences, even sug- 
gesting that President Wilson name 
the seventh member of an arbitration 
'board, and the miners' officials re- 
fused all arbitration proposals." 


The operators had in their posses- 


sion a signed statement of the con- 
ciliators which was presented to the 
joint conference 
here, and which 


they interpreted to mean that the 
federal representatives held that the 
operators contention with reference 
to computing the basis of the scale in 
Ohio was correct and that of the 
miners' officials wrong. 


Beyond saying that the operators 


or miners' officials were at liberty to 
make public any written statement, 
they submitted to the joint confer- 
ence.

would make no statement. They 
planned to leave soon for Washing- 
ton, where they will submit a report 
of their efforts to end the strike to 
Secretary of Labor Wilson.
